Fellow Citizens of ihe Council and House of Representatives :— 


The necessity of prompt legislation upon several matters of deep in- 
terést 10 the Territory has impelled me to exercise the power confered. 
upon me by Jaw, of convening you together in éxtra session. -.. ' 

° It is a subject of congratulation, that the question of the seat of gov- 
ernment, upon Which, for some time past there has been. an animated - 
conflict of opinion, not only between the authorities, but between the 
citizens of the Territory, hag, been determined by а tribunal, whose: 
authoritative voice no one will presume to disobey 5 and it is my ardent 
and sincere desire, ag I doubt not it is also that of every good citizen; 
that hereafter no vexed question may arise to disturb energetic and har- 
monious action, so that by working together for the common good, we 
may successfully develop the affluent resources of the fertile valleys and 
extended coasts of Oregon. It now becomes our imperative duty as it 
is our true interest to carry out, in good faith, the provisions of law цр» ` 
on the subject of our public buildings, and make usé of áll the legitimate 
means within our power for their speedy erection. a. hi i 

° Congress hy section 15 of “ an act to establish the:Territorial Gov- 
erünrnt of Oregon," approved Aug. 14, 1848—appropriated the sum of 
five thoüsand dollars to the Territory of Oregon, to be there applied by 
the Governor to the erection of suitable buildings at the seat of gov- 


^ ernment. DOT. 


That body also by section three of “ an act to make further appro- 
priations for public buildings in the territories of Minnesota and Oregon," 
approved June 11, 1850, appropriated the further sum of twenty. thou- 
sand dollars to be apphed by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of 
Oregon, to the erection of snitable public buildings at the seat of gov- 
ernment of said territory ; and by section first of the same act, appro- 
priated the sum. of twenty thousand dollars to be applied by the Gov- 
ernor and Legislative Ássembly of Oregon, at such place as they may 
select in said Territory, for the erection of а penitentiary." - - 

The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars has thus been granted by the 
United States for the erection of public buildings at the seat.of govern- 
ment, and twénty thousand dollars for the erection of а penitentiary. 

No part of this:money has as yet been expended. it has been idle 
since its appropriation, and has been of no service whatever. J] have re- 
frained from applying the sum first granted by Congress by its actof the 
14th of Aug. 1848, inthe hope that by the action ef the ‘Territorial 
Legislature, I should be enabled to expend it at a place designated by 
the Legislative Assembly, and in conjunction with the appropriation 
subsequently made for the same abject. 

The &mount of the first appropriation is so small, that of itself, it 
would go but a little way towards accomplishing any useful end, but 
when combined with the additional one, it would serve a valuable pur- 
pose towards the efection of buildings sufficiently large and commodious 
for the public wants at the territorial capital.

It may be a subject of grave doubt to what. extent „the Assembly’s 
* üct'to provide for the selection of places for the location and erection of 
the public buildings of the Territory of Oregon” has been confirmed by 
the joint resolution: which has recently passed both Houses of Congress. 
But eyen if the whole Territorial act has been confirmed, further action 
by the Legislative Assembly is necessary in order to supply the defects. 
in the acts. No site was designated by that act upon which to erect the 
buildings at the, seat bf government, ior’ фаз any provision ever: been 
made by law forthe selection and purchase of the grounds thereat. Ву 
the fourth section of:the act refered to, it is enacted that John Force, H.: 
M; Waller and.R. C. Geer, be and they are hereby constituted a board 
of commissioners to superintend the:erection of buildings at the . place: 
designated. in the: first. section.of 1ћіз асі, at the seat of povernment,uhd : 
the said commissioners дг a:majority of them shall agree upon a plan: 
of said: buildings and shall issue proposals, giving two months notice” 
thereof, and centract for the erection of said buildings witheut delay i: 
And.the said commissioners shall agree upon ene of their number to be 
acting commissioner, and said acting commissioner shall give bond to 
the United States in the sum of: twenty thousand dollars to be approved 
by the Governor of this Territory for the faithful performance of his du. 
ty; and said bond shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of this Ter- 
ritory. By section-5, it is enacted that. it shall be the duty of said act- 
ing commissioner to superiütend the raising and finishing said buildings,.

It would be useless for them to contract, for ‘and impossible for them to .

1 also-tespeetfully suggest.that.the act givés'no authorityy to any of. 
the commissioners to. draw.money from the several sums approprmated 
by Congress for.the object referred to, пог doés it in апу way limit the 
amount to bé ‘expended ‘under their direction.

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‘The rearrangement. of the judicial’ districts 18 another mattér to 
which your attention is invited. The rapid increase of population т 
the soutliern and also in ће northern parts of the Terntory réquires that 
provision be made for the administration of law, at such points as'shall 
be convenient to the people. At present, in the whole’ region south of 
the Calapooia mountain, Umpqua County 15 the only place in which dis- 
trict Courts are authorized to be held, “This-cannot fail to’ produce se- 
rious inconvenience and subject to:ufínecessary ехреһѕе ‘папу who fm 
any cause are ‘obliged to attend ебите. T recommend therefore io the 
Legislative Assembly to lay ouf wnew the’ judicial districts in’such vay 
as will best comport'with the true interests of the people in the various 
sections of the country. And inasmuch as by reasor of .absence, sitk- 
ness от. inability the proper judge.of the district may. fail to attend and 
hold his courts, I recommend also that some general law be passed au: 
thorising in such cases one of the judges of the other districts to supply 
his place so аз to prevent a failure of courts. a 

By the Assembly convened at Salem last winter, an act was passed 
establishing ‘Thurston County, north of the Columbia river. On an in. 
speotion of this, you, will perceive that by an oversight no provision was 
made for holding courts in it, or for annexing’ it to any other county for 
judicial purposes; nor was.it organised except by {ебе of the act; 
А recent brief visit to that admirable portion of the Territory now rap- 
idly filing up' with an active and intelligent population, satisfied me that 
immediate steps’ should be taken to secure fo such а commünüity the 
right of protection by law, in their various avocations; “especially, as 
numerous Indian tribes reside within the limits of the county and a rev- 
enue district of the United States is embraced in it, where importàüt 
commercial questions may require prompt adjudication. ' S 

І respectfully ask you to bestów your ‘Serious attention and considera. 
tion upon the present state of the laws of the Territory. Nothing ig 
mofe important (о the people than to “have a.complete system'of laws 
adapted to the present condition and future developements of the coun- 
try. Complaints are made against the present statutes as being in 
many instances incongruous with each other, and so uncertain, so‘de. 
fective; and so unsuitable as to fail to meet thé just wants of the! people. 

Аз the citizen looks to the law for the regulationof his civil eónduet, 
that law should be' known in order that it should :be;observed. Great 
difficulty exists in ascertaining what isin fact the law. -By the act of 
organization, congress adopted the laws ofthe provisional government with 
certain exceptions. „The provisional government,in its day adopted the 
laws of Iowa so far as they were applicable, , Since,:that-time the Тег 
ritorial Legislature have passed nuuierous acts of: the-efficacy of which 
there exists much diversity of opinion. Many. of the Jaws now іп force. 
and which had them ongin in the days of the, proyisional government 
have never been printed. : The doubt and obscurity which hang over 
many ,laws regulating the rights and duties, of the citizens -must in the 
nature of things produce frequent disputes-and lead to litigation between 
the inhabitants if not to consequences still’ more, deplorable. = 

= The delays that necessarily attend the administration of justice which, 
the present laws themselves create is another reaspn why some new leg- 
islative action should be taken on the subject. In a country like Ore. 
gon where many of the inhabitants are so transitory in their habits where 
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the main security that exists for.the collection of debts or redress of pri- 
vate injuries is personal responsibility, the speediest and most effectual 
remedy should be provided for 'evrey rigbt withheld and every wrong 
done. Unless such means be furnished the substantial and permanent 
citizens of the country are liable to be at the mercy of every unpriuci- 
pled adventurer who by art ог fraud has induced them to permit proper- 
ty to be reduced into his possession. *" ' hie 


$ recommend , therefore, the appointment at the present session of a 
board of commissioners to revise the present laws of the Territory, whose 
duty it shall be to prepare and report at the next regular session а com- 
plete body of statute laws such as they may deen} suited to the condition 
and wants of the people. М : 


As this would requiré much time and research, it is quite improbable 
that the work could be accomplished at any single session, After the 
revisers make the report the hegislature could take such action upon the 
laws thus proposed as in their wisdom they might think proper, enacting 
them as reported or modifying them in some respects or changing them 
altogether. This seems to be the only practical or effectual mode of re- 
lieving the country from its present embarrassments. It is the course 
which most if not all the old states and other "Perritories have from time 
to time adopted in order to accémplish a needed reform in their systems. 


The present Legislature cannot in my judgemeut build for themselyes 
a nobler monument nor win я more profound and lasting gratitude 
from their fellow citizens nor accomplish an object more beneficial to 
themselves than by the enactment of а complete and wholesome system 
of laws suited to the condition of a great agricultural, mining aud com- 
mercial people such as we are beginning, and are destined to be. 


There are other subjects upon which legislation is greatly needed but 
which may be left without serious detriment to the regular geséíon, If 
however it should be the. pleasure of the Assembly to take action upon 
other mattters, it will give me great pleasure to do anything in my 
power to aid in апу undertaking which will tend to promote the com- 
mon weal, ` р s Й 


You have been азѕе Шей ät a period of the year when your private 
avocations most require four attentions. It was therefore with reluc- 
tance that I exercised the power of cónvoking you. Nothing but a deep 
sense of the importance of immediate legislative action would have in- 
duced me to take а step which would subject you to any personal incon- 
venience. I entertain, however, too high an opinion of your patriotic 
feeling to suppose that you would be unwilling to make any reasonable 
sacrifices of your private interests, for the sake of advancing the general 
good. I tender to you assurances of my strong desiré to co-operate 
cordially with you in all measures that will promote the good ‘of the 
people and advance the interests and character of our growing territory. 

Confidently relying upon your disposition to discharge with fidelity the 
duties of the honorable trust which has been committed into your hands 
by the people whom you represent, I invoke upon your deliberations the 
blessings of that benignant Providence who has already given us so many 
signal manifestations of his fayor. р
